A rich sandy loam, 
well drained, with a permeable subsoil, 
suits it best. Afterea therough pul veriza- 
tion of the soil, give the seed a shallow cov- 
ering; the seed can be either broadcast or 
drilled, the latter plan is preferable, as it 
will the admit of careful culture. When it 
has made a good stand it may be cut, but 
until wef] rooted and established, two er
